On the 
16th of the moon (the 6th inat) at Li. 
ling Hsien, two stages from Ob'angsha, 
« band of robbers came and plunderat the 
eval shops, and saveral private dwellings, 
On reseipt of the’ magistrata’a despatch, 
the gcvornor sent 200 soldiors of his own 
banner to that city with introstions to 
seize the robbers, and to decapiteto them 
on tho apot.

A writer in Indian Engineering, dealing 
with cortain peculiarities in the structure 
of civilisad man, says:—If we could lay

There is now a world-wide bolicf that the 
right hand is the proper hand for all Stato 

ona. It is proposed to discover how 
this belief was generated. Some years ago 
a short note on this point was, by the pre- 
seut writer, contributed ta The Pioneer. 
But the matter still seoms » mystery to 
most people, and so it will now be more 
thoroughly treated. Then—as they say in 
wedding notices—‘ English and Australian 
papers please copy.’ 

Hfaq animal body—or indeed any body 
whateyor—bo divisible by a plane inte two 
halves which, portion by portion and ina 
certain way, do agroe—wo say that tho 
tbody is aymmotrical about that dividing 
pisne.
